— The program at 
1^‘iurel this afternoon was made up of a series of 
selling raees, in which ordinary fields went to the 
post. Interesting contests were in order, and the 
finishes close enough to arouse entliusiasni. The 
track drie<l out over n.iglit, hut tiie going was utill 
liiiiipy and stiff, .lockey Fator was luiudi in the 
linieliglit. He rode the winners of the third, 
lourtli and fifth race. In the third race Fator had 
the mount on H. I*. Wliltney’s Truly Rural, and 
the combination proved a winner. That filly came 
through on the inside in the stretcli and disposed 
of Mock Orange after a spirited final eighth drive. 
Rapid Traveler, the favorite and pacemaker, tired 
badly ami swerved out in the stretch. Fator had 
a much easier time on Betsy and The Desert in 

the fourth and fifth races. In the fourth the Bal- 

lot filly easily drew away from Handfull in the 
last sixteenth and won by a safe margin, wliile 
The Desert’s victory was assured from the start, 
that racer holding his opponents at hi.s mercy 
throughout. 

.fm'keyK Sande and Hamilton also basked in the 
limelight, each having two winners to his credit. 

Hamilton rode the winners of the first and last 

'ri<*es, while Skiide successfufty pilbtetl Kirah 4nd 
Malvolio in the second and sixth races respectively. 

The Desert changed hands after he won the fifth 
race. Sam Louis T)oosted him from $1,800 to 
$3,200 and secured him. 

On Watch, George W. Ix)ft’s good two-year-old 
by Colin — Rubia Granda, sent out to Kentucky to 
win the Queen City Handicap, returned to Laurel 
this morning. He ship{>ed in good condition and 
will soon be seen iu races again. In West Vir- 
ginia the train carrying On Watch passed another 
taking Exterminator to Lutonia to run in the La 
tonia Cup tomorrow. 

The three -year- old steeplechaser Twiford, pur 
ciittsed a few days ago by W. T. Wilkinson from 
Robert L. Gerry, reached the Laurel course from 
New York and was turned over to Lewis Garth, wlio 
will prepare the black gelding for tiie Ticket of 
l.eave Steeplechase, which w’ill be run the last day 
of the meeting. 

Jockey Thurber left last night for Kentucky to 
ride Midway iu the La tonia Cup. Thurber felt no 
ill effects from his full on Duke John in the first 
race Thursday. George Walls, who went down 
with Goblet iu the third race, however, suffered 
somewhat from shock last night, though falling in 
races is no new exj>erience to him. He was laid 
up for several months after a bad spill at New 
Orleans. 

Jockeys Mergler and McIntyre each were sus- 
pended thn.*e days by the stewards for rough 
riding in the third race Thursday. 

Jockey Kelsay came back from Latouia, where 
lie roile On Watch to victory and was congratulated 
by his fellow riders. 



BALLY EASILY DEFEATS OVER THERE 



Lawrence Realization Winner Runs Worst Race in 
His Career — Seems to Have Trained Off. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., October 17. — Improved 
weather conditions attracted a good throng to the 
Yonkers track today. The program offered was of 
moderate caliber, the Eclipse Handicap at one 
and a sixteenth miles, promising a duel between 
W. R. Coe’s Over There and James Butler’s Bally, 
overshadowing the other races. The race proved a 
distinct surprise, Ball.v wiuniug cased up from his 
lone cpiK)iitiit, thus signalizing the first win of 
the meeting for his owner. However, the luster 
of the win was in a measure divided by the i>oor 
performance of Over There, wliich was held iu pro- 
nounced favoritism. The Coe colt, after racing 
liead and head with the winner for tliree-quarters 
of a mile, where the son of Ballot drew away and 
from thereon cantered to the Aviiiniiig line. Over 
There appeared to have sulked and has evidently 
trained off. 

Iu the fifth race, next in interest to the hand! 
cap, four faced tiie starter. Blairgowrie being the 
lone absentee. M. Shea’s Drummond on the 
strength of fust work was installed favorite and 
confirmed the Judgment disi)luyed by winning com- 
fortably from Pastoral Swain and Poultney. Pas- 
toral Swain had good early speed. l>ut wlieii clial- 
leiiged wa.s found wanting. 'Hie others were never 
serious contenders at any stage of tlie race. 

Adele, the favorite, was returned tiie winner of 
the third over u top-lieavy field after a drive with 
.Ninety Simplex, getting the derision by the nar- 
rowest of margins'. Helen Atkin, which pursued 
the pacemaker all the way. lasted to get third 
money from L’Infirmier, which made the pace until 
well down the stretch. 

Thunderbird finally graduated from the maiden 
ranks by winning the opening dash after a hard 
drive, just outlasting Bridge Player by a short 
head. Bridge Player came with a rush and looked 
a winner a sixteenth out. but hung in the final 
strides. I.riirghetto set a hot paie, but tired badly 
finally. 

F. Johnson sent a go<»d thing to the post In the 
second in Cousin o’ Mine, which went to the front 
at the start and made every iwst a winning one. 
I.,e Balafre was closest in pursuit throughout, fol- 
lowed by Parable, which drew the binall end of 
the purse.

EXTERMINATOR FAVORITE FOR THE TWO AND A QUAR- 
TER MILES RACE— MIDWAY AND BE FRANK 
DO NOT LACK ADMIRERS 



Once more it is Latonia Cup day. Once more the long race will be decided over a muddy track, 
and once more stout-hearted Exterminator has come out of the east to essay the task of carrying 
off its honors again. I^ast year, as a three -year-old, he won it under the top weight of 121 pounds, 
but had his troubles in defeating Beaverkill by a nose, with sturdy old plodder Moscowa tiiird. 

Golding. El Rey and Herald ran tinplac'ed. This year he is to carry thirteen i>ounds more than he 

did in 1918, but he is u year older and amply able to do it. In fact, by the record. Exterminator 
is one of the l>est race liorses in this country. (Joo<l tracks and bad tracks come alike to him. 
There is a fair presumption that a liorse is not likely to win u great rac*e like this two years iu 
succession, but it can be done, and has been done. A long while ago another famous gelding, Parole, 
won the Saratoga Cup in 1877, and made no fus.s about repeating in 1878. In this there is precedent 
in favor of sucii a liigh-class horse as Exterminator undeniably is. 

He has good opponents. Midway for a time seemed to have lost form, but of late he has shown 
improvement, and a gi>od gallop of two miles in tiie imid at Laurel a few <lays ago seemed to indicate 
he is re.ady for the trying ordeal of the C!np race. By nature lie is a fast horse, as he demonstrateii 
last spring when lie won the Clark Stakes and Kentucky Handicap. He had up 122 pounds in the 

latter ricli race and Exterminator finished tliird under 1.34. So on tiie basis of tliat race he now lias 

three pounds in Ills favor in toilaj’s struggle. Be Frank easily established his claim to l>e a stayer 
when he won the I.atonia Derby. He is not of the elass of Sir Barton and Purchase, but Is a g<*»od 
colt for all tliat and a mud runner of high degree. I>*gal also stays well and is a free runner in such 
going as will confront tiie horses today. If Kingozi starts it will lie lieiaiuse liis owners have some 
knowledge of his ca]>abilHies not disclosed in Ids racing so fur. As a foiir-yeur-old he is certainly turned 
loose in th** adjiistnieiit of weights. Altogether it seems tliat the good iieople who will gatlier at I.a- 
toiiia are to be treated to a real horse race beforetlie ownership of the I.4itonin Cup of 1919 Ls settleil.

The chief race of the day, a dash of three- 
quarters for a iMirse of $2,000, fell easy prey to 
tiie favorite. King Gorin, capably ridden by L. 
Lyke. Galli-Cnrci was overlooked in the lietting. 
hill that circumstance did not prevent her from run- 
ning a good race and outstay iiig Discussion for sec- 
ond iilaie. King Gorin is a pretty goo<l liorso 
right now and m:iy figure importantly at Churchill 
Downs. 

I«ady liiixiiry is for what she can do a star mud 
runner and took tiie first race in a canter, witJi 
Redland aud .Money lier closest followers. 

Opportunity outstayed old Sosius in the third after 
the two had raced m*cks apart through the entire 
length of the homestretch, Paul Connelly bringing 
up ill third place. B. B. Johnson was the favorite. 

Eyes of Y^outh showed especial ability to run 
freely in the mud aud easily defeated the even 
money favorite. Accelerate, in the second race. 

Pat Dunne’s colors landed in front for the first 
time in a long while when I.^rena Moss struggled 
home in front in the mile and an eighth dash in 
advance of Service Flag and Frank Mattox. Wick- 
ford had tiie call here, but seemingly was handi- 
capped by the going, for he was far back all the 
way. The time of the race w'as the slowest of the 
meeting. 

The inconsistent Counterbalance again proved a 
disappointment and failed to get a portion of the 
purse in with tiie poor band that started in the 
sixth race. Lariat showing the wav for the entire 
race and won from Joe Stahr and Adelia W. 

Hemlock scored a lucky victory in the cloeing 
race, just lasting long enough to outstay Tanlac, 
which ran as if best, but was given a weak ride. 

James P. Ross, assistant manager of the Havre 
de (;race track, was among the visitors this after- 
noon. He W’ill make a brief visit to Lexington and 
return to Havre de Grace. 

Exterminator was given a mile gallop during tiie 
afternoon and showed no ill effects of his strenuous 
trip here. 

But for the fact that recently arrived horses 
from tiie east make up the majority of tlie carded 
starters in the Latonia Cup, that event might have 
been devoid of starters of the clas.s sucli as an 
offering of that kiml is deserving. Tlie presence 
of Exterminator, Be Frank and ilidway has aroused 
much interest in the contest, and while some opine 
that Exterminator will repeat his last year’s tri- 
iimpli, tliey do not regard him as having an easy 
task of it. Be Frank, W’ith his weight advantage 
and known ability to run well in going such as 
will prevail tomorrow, is counted on to give the 
Kilmer representative a stout argument for the 
major portion of the stakes. Midw’ay is also held 
to have a splendid chance. Be Frank’s victory 

after the publication of weights in the Latonia 
Cup penalizes him three pounds and he will carry
